It is readily apparent that the 
Sierra Madre school is fortunate in 
its choice of its manual training 
teacher, Paul W. Colburn, whose talk 
on his work proved most interesting. 

Value of Sloyd 

Handwork, said Mr. Colburn, was 
first dealt with from the standpoint 
of its cultural adviintiiges, later from 
a commercial viewpoint, the use of 
tools and general training of work¬ 
men being considered. 

The. work done in the first five 
grades in school serve as indicators 
to the instructors of the later grades 
who have, through the records of 
these earlier school years, a clear 
idea of the type of mind with which 
they have to deal. The teacher’s at¬ 
titude must be tempered by that 
type of mind. A sloyd teacher soon 
learns whether the pupil with whom | 
he works has a synthetic, a motor, 
or a sensory mind, and works with 
him accordingly. Those pupils who 
do poorly in handwork often do 
well in scholastic work, but the syn¬ 
thetic minded child is adapted to 
either. 

Tools and materials are furnished 
the child immediately he starts man¬ 
ual training, and he is set to work 
at once in his own way that the 
teacher may have an opportunity to 
observe the individual anil later 
guide and instruct him iii his work. 
Acquired muscular action becomes 
second nature and hand skill becomes 
habitual. Mr. Colburn deplores the 
method of cramming and advocates 
a slower method, or “soaking up” 
proce.ss in dealing with his branch of 
school work.

I Child Labor Amendment 

[ Mrs. W. J. Lawless, Federation 
[ Secretary. 

\ “The Cry of the Children,” was 
i read by Mrs. J. A. Osgood, presi- 
: dent emeritus, with so much feeling 
I that this eloquent plea for the child- 
, ren reached every woman’s heart. 
The discussion of the Child Labor 
Amendment, now before the State 
l.egislatures for ratification, was led 
by Mrs. J. Milton Steinberger and 
Mrs. W. J. Lawless. 

For more than 30 years efforts to 
protect little children from exploita¬ 
tion in factories and mines by State 
laws have been unsuccessful. 

In lOOG Senator Beveridge, sup¬ 
ported by William Howard Taft, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Theodore Roose¬ 
velt, Woodrow Wilson, William Mc¬ 
Kinley, Roliert LaFollette and many 
others, began the long struggle for 
a h’ederal Child Labor Law. 

The Constitution does not permit 
direct legislation by congress for 
the protection of children in in¬ 
dustry. 

The Federal laws of 1916 and 1919, 
one a transportation law, the other 
■ a special tax, were indirect Child 
., Labor Laws. They were annulled by 
the supreme court. 

The best thought of the nation has 
declared for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to give Congress authority to 
legislate in this, the most pressing 
human problem. Such an amend¬ 
ment has pas.sed the congress, 
fought in committee and in both 
hou.ses by Southern cotton-mill own¬ 
ers and mine owners. This powerful 
lobby worked through the National 
.Manufacturers’ association, with cer¬ 
tain senators and congressmen as 
spokesmen. 

The time is approaching for the 
State I.egi.'ilature to act. A flood of 
■‘de-federalization” propaganda en¬ 
dangers the amendment. Nicholas 
Murray Butler (Columbia) is spokes¬ 
man in this effort. I’resident Cool- 
idgo, Robert LaFollette and John W. 
iJavis endorsed the amendment, as 
presidential candidates. Fifteen na¬ 
tional organizations, representing 
millions of women, are supporting 
the amendment, and are pledged to 
urge State l.«gislutors to vote for it.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


SERVICES OF DISTINCTION 

Tributes from transient visitors to some unusual fea- 
tuie or unexpected high quality in the vuiious church 
services of Sierra Madre are not uncommon. But it is not 
often that such visitors take the tiouble to put tlieir ap¬ 
preciation in writing. The follouing unsigned note was 
placed in the hands of a member of the Episcopal choir 
by a total stranger recently; 

“Recently it was my good fortune to spend a Sunday 
in the lieautiful little city of Sierra Aladre. At the hour 
of service I chanced to be passing what 1 afterwards 
learned was the Church of the Ascension. Thinking to 
spend, at Church, a profitable houi, I went in, when to my 
surprise and astonishment, I heaid a choir whose training 
and ability could not be surpassed. The music was diffi¬ 
cult and most beautifully rendered. A pipe organ, with a 
skilled player at the keys, and a sermon most interesting 
and helpful. 1 have been in great cathedrals in many 
lands but never heard finer music given by so few voices. 

I feel I must make known the pleasure of that hour of 
service in the little stone church close to the mountains. 
The memory of it will be with me when many miles away. 
—A Stranger.” 

When visitors of evident taste can find local church 
services so well worth while, is it not rather evident that 
some residents are merely fooling themselves in taking a 
superior attitude toward the churches of their home town? 

Most anybody ought to be able to find a comfortable 
church home in Sierra Madre, with Episcopal, Catholic, 
Christian Science, Bethany Temple, and Congregational 
Churches, and the Plymouth Brethren. Each represents 
a different variety of belief, or form of worship, and each 
has one or several claims to distinction and merit. Any¬ 
one who proclaims his inability to find interest among 
them indicates nariowness rather than breadth of view¬ 
point. 

YOUR PERSONAL DEBT 

"Every American citizen should belong to the Ameri- 
san Red Cross,” is the statement of Mr. Nathan 
Coombs, Department Commander, American Legion of 
Califomia, in an open letter endorsing the Eighth Roll 
Call.

FIREARMS IN THE HOME 

There was a pitiful story in the pi’ess dispatches from 
Fiedericksburg, Va., recording the slaying of a 9 -year-old 
boy in the daikness of his own home by his father, who 
mistooR him for a burglar. 

The father had retired early and was awakened by 
the footsteps of the child on the stairs. Seizing his shot¬ 
gun in his half dazed condition he literally blew olf his 
son’s head. 

Hundreds of instances of killing and wounding of 
members of families have occurred through the habit of 
keeping firearms in the home. Sometimes children dis¬ 
charge them through ignorance or carelessness, with dis¬ 
astrous results; sometimes they are fired accidentally while 
being handled by older persons and at other times are 
aimed deliberately at suppised intruders who prove to be 
members of the household, as in the case mentioned above. 

If statistics were available it is safe to say that for 
every life saved by having a weapon at hand in the home, 
a dozen are sacrificed in the ways just mentioned. Keep¬ 
ing firearms about the house is a dangerous practice. 

WHY SOME*FARMERS FAIL 

One of the leading bankers of* the northwest attri¬ 
butes many of the farm failures in his section to lack of 
experience, lack of capital, or both, on the part of those 
who have failed. Among those whom he had checked up 
were the following, who had gone into farming; 

Two circus musicians, a paperhanger, a sailor, a sea- ^ 
going engineer, two wrestlers, two barbers, a cigar maker, 
a race horse man, a bricklayer, an undertaker, a deep sea 
diver, a professional gambler, a milliner and six old maid.s. 

All of the above were falures as farmers, as might 
have been foretold, and their experience illustrates the 
foolishness of much of the “back to the farm” propaganda 
that is going about. 

Farming is a business requiring intelligence, know¬ 
ledge and above all, training of the right sort.
